Mr. Howard H. Hely said that J took the sme 
view as Mrs. Evans, that this receinton was 
outside the province of the Dublin Union, and 
not calculated to do any good. The responsibility 
for the attitude of the motor men finest reset on 
their own dhouiters. and they should not attempt 
to draw various Unions throeghout Ireland into the 
controversy.

As the associa- 
tion’s statement says, the Government has 
made no declaration of a permanent, rail- 
way policy.- If the railways of the United 
Kingdom are treated as a whole, deficien- 
cies in Irish railway revenue will be 
corrected by the profits on the other side 
of the Channel. If they are treated 
separately, the deficiency of Irish railway 
revenue will be more than £3,000,000 a 
year.
